Gateway to A.R.I1.S.E. Tour —
Still working on scheduling a tour. The program is doing well, with no fights; no use of force and no use of
restraints. Three youths have graduated high school and all are enrolled in online community college.
e DJJ sub-work group under Juvenile Justice Coordinating Council (JJCC) is still in progress.
e PCSI Delaney to follow up on the dates for the DDJJ ARISE tour.
¢ Moving forward DCPO Epps will be attending the meetings on behalf of Chief Reece and ACPO
Francis, who have meeting conflicts with the standing JJDPC meeting.
e DJJ ARISE Phase Il, Step Down will be located at the former Gateway site. Youths will gradually
transition to Phase 11 DJJ ARISE step down which is similar to Gateway, to continue progre3ss
toward reentry to the community.

Family First Prevention Services Act (FFPSA) —
FFPSA is a new federal law, which restructures out-of-home placements at the federal level to create standardized
requirements in every state. Highlights:

e Law went into effect October 1, 2021

e Changes the way youths get qualified to get into placement.

o All placements need to make the transition to becoming a qualified short term residential treatment
(QRTP).

o Requires a Qualified Individual, a Licensed Therapist to assess youth for suitability for placement

e Probation will provide a brief presentation about the Family First Prevention Services
